Speaking in behalf of the Inde- 
pendent members of the Legislature 
Mayor Andrew Davison, M.L A., 
Chairman of the Provincial Kxecu- 
tive which is handling the affairs of 
that group until a permanent leader 
is appointed, issued the following 
statement on Tuesday concerning 
the plight of Alberta farmers owing 
toloss of markets due to the war 
and the governmental restrictions 
concerning the sale of their grain.

“The Independents are heartily 
in accord with the recommendations 
made by the conference called by 
Premier John Bracken of Manitoba 

; a8 reported in the press, following 
the meeting in Winnipeg last week. 

‘*They are of the opinicn that the. 

farmers of Western Canada are 
facing a situation of the most serious 
kind. They be'isve the suggested 
solution of this problem as p¥ffounc- 
ed from Ottawa doex not go far 
enough and that the proposal of the 
Federal authorities to make an in- 
ittal payment on the basis of five 
bushels peg, acre for wheat and 
coarse grains is not adequate, and 
is insufficient to pay harvesting and 
threshing coxts. 


“In addition, money will also be 
required to assist the farmers in 
meeting otber pressing obligations 
until such time as they can secure 
funds from the sale of their crops. 

“Busiaess men throughout the 
Weaot are naturally worried as well, 
They cannot be expented to carry 
most of the load by way of addition 
al credits without some assurance 
that money will be forthcoming to 
liquidate at least a portion of these 
debta. 

“The Independents are convinced 
that the Federal authorities should 
see to it that the farmers are given 
a square deal. They believe that 
farmers should he just as secure in 
the production of essential foods as 
are the manufacturers, insofar as 
the latters’ producte are concerned. 
They are of the opinion that suffic- 
lent money should be made'‘available 
by way of loans pending the final 
disposal of al! grains now in storage 
and the 1940 crop as well, in order ~ 
to enable our agriculturists to meet 
tbeir more pressing obligations, in- 
cluding harvesting costs, 

“With our country at war, the 
Vederallauthorities have wide power 
under defence regulations and these 
powers should be exercised to the 
fullest possible degree to assist our 
agriculturalists during these trying 
times, 

“As elected representatives of the 
people, Alberta*ludependent mem- 
bers are of the opinion that while 
the major responsibility of solving 
this problem naturally rests with 
the Dominion authorities, this does 
not relieve our Legislature of doing 
its duty in the present crisis. They 
are firmly convinced the Alberta 
Government should immediately 
signify its willingoess to implement 
any action the Dominion cabinet 
may decide to take to carry out the 
recommendations of the Bracken 
conference or other policies equally 
as efficacious. 

“They are prepared to support 
the Provincial administration in 
any polivy of ev-operation with the 
Federal authorities and believe no 
time should be lost in stating defin- 
itely just what contribution our

Deputy Minister of 
Education Advises 


School teachers and high school 
students who will be called up for 
military training during S e p t- 
ember are urged to elect to take 
their training during the first two 
weeks of the mouth, rather than 
the second two weeks, soas to 
avoid so far as is possible under 
war conditions, undue disruption of 
the school year. 

Caudidates for admission to nor- 
mal schools are also urged to choose 
the first training period. They 
will thus make possible their at- 
tendance at Normal school from 
the opening day. September 16th. 

This is the gist of an appeal is- 
sued by Dr. G. Fred MeéNally, De- 
puty Minister of Education, follow- 
ing the receipt of information from 
military authorities that: trainees 
under the National Service regulat- 
1ops will have the privilege of 
choosing their own period of camp 
training, The first is from Sept. 
1st. to Sept. 15th: thé second from 
Sept. 16th to September 30th 

Dr. McNally advises, following 
many requeets, that: 

1 High schoo! studente and Nor- 
mal candidates should vhoose the 
first period, Only nine school days 
will be lost by the first named; 
none by the second named. 

2 Teachers should arrange with 
local boards so as to avoid disrupt- 
ion. Where substitutes can be 
provided, or reorganization of stati 
is possible, the first two or the se- 
cond, as circumstances warrant, 
may be found best, Where schools 
must be closed, the firet two weeks 
should be chosen.

the rumble of mechanical trans- 
ports echoed through the waoded 
hills of Petawawa wien Lord 
Athlone, Canada’s new Governor 
General, accompanied by Princess 


Alice, visited the big training 


centre. 


It was his Excellency’s first in- 


spection of a Canadian military 
camp and the series of special dis- 


plays arranged for his benefit test- 
ified to the vast strides made by 
the Dominion’s fighting forces 
since the outbreak of the war 11 
months ago, 

Bronzed fighting men, trim in 
their summer uniforms and sun 
helmets, staged realistic mock 
battles for the Vice-Regal party. 
At other points along the route 
taken bg their Excellencies, 
displays demonstrating practically 
every activity of an armed force, 
from bridge building to bayonet 
charges, were given, 

The most spectacular exhibition 
was a sham battle in one of Peta- 
wawa’s wide valleys. The Vice- 
Regal party, together with high 
military officers, watched the show 
from a special stand constructed 
on the side of a hill. 

More than a mile from the ob- 
servationstand was a dummy 
village with the flag of the ‘enemy’ 
flapping from a steeple, When the 
‘attack’ began, field guns opened 
fire at the base of the hill and the 
air was filled by the shriek of 
shells as they sped toward their 


His Excellency, an old soldier 
himself, watched intensely through 
field glasses as the heavy shells 
smacked the earth near the steeple 

When they began scoring direct 
hits and the ‘village’ had been re. 
duced to a flaming shambles, His 
Excellency applauded enthusias. 
tically. So accurate was the tiring 


‘that sheils were hammering into 


the centre of the target after the 
third round had been fired. 

Meanwhile, as field guns bom- 
barded the ‘village’, anti-aircraft 
machine guns peppered floating 
balloons with tracer bullets It was 
explained to His Excellency that 
the anti- aircraft unit was warding 
off an an ‘enemy air attack’ direct- 
ed at the batteries concealed in 
in the foliage at the base of the 
hill. 

Dummy tanks were towed 
aeross the fields and became the 
targets for 18 pounder guns, fired 
with open sights, One tank, bear- 
ing the swastika, exploded witha 
roar as a heavy shell madea direct 
hit. Obviously impressed by the 
smartness and efficiency of the 
troops as they carried out their 
displays under conditions simulat- 
ing actual combat, the Governor 
General spent the entire afternoon 
at the training camp before re- 
turning Lo Ottawa.

Motorists Manua 
Just Issued. 


A 52-page manual “Motorist’s 
Manual” issued by the Motor Veh- 
icles Branch of the Ontario Depart- 
ment of highways, was warmly 
- commended to the people of Can- 
ada asa “valuable piece of health 
education” by officials of the Health 
League of Canada. 

While primarily engaged in pub- 
lic education for the preveution of 
sickness, t he Health League o f 
Canada is also vitally interested 
in the prevention of accidents. 
Loss of health and life through 
motor accidents has been appalling 
in recent yoars, the League pointed 
out. 

Half of the new “Motorist’s 
Manual” is devoted to driving re- 
gulations describing who has the 
right of way, how to make a turn, 
rules about passing street cars, 
signals to other motorists, parking, 
traffic signals and municipal by- 
laws, Jn another part of the book- 
let “First Aid Reminders’ are given 

“The doctor should. be vailed 
whenever anyone has a biokeu bone. 
That's the firat hint. | The patient 
should not be moved until someone 
has applied a suitable spliat or 
bandage. Bleeding be stopped as 
goon as possible, and no wound 
should be bandaged until bleeding 
has been stopped, These rules are 
suggested for wounds and for 
shock: 

Examiue for bleeding. 

Lay patient on his back. 

Cover patient and keep him warm 

Keep his head low, 

Loosen his clothing. 


Rub his arms and legs toward 
the body. 

Don’t ask him questions. 

Turn bis head to one side if he 
starts to vomit. 

Have him breath aromatic spirits 
of ammonia. 

Don’t move him unless absolute- 
ly necessary:

Need of adequate signing of 
roads has been urged upon the 
provincial government by the 
Alberta Motor Association and 
officials of the government have 
stated that it is their intention to 
undertake this marking whenever 
the location of highways is per- 
manently established,

The World 
of Wheat 


By H.G.L. Strange 


Most farmers will find it neces- 
sary this year to hold back more 
wheat on their farms than usual] 
until next spring or summer. Some 
farmers have bins now iu good 
shape, or which can be repaired. 
Other farmers may prefer to con- 
struct new bins Still others 
may decide to _ construct 
temporary storage of sides made 
of lumber or of wire fencing, or of 
wooden snow fencing, lined inside 
with thick tar paper. These temp- 
oray bins are usually built without 
a roof and have simply a layer of 
straw for the floor. (This open 
storage should hold grain undam- 
aged until the rainy season starts 
in the following spring ) 

A cheap method of farm storage 
for those who use binders would be 
to go back to the old method of 
stacking. This adds one more oper. 
ation, but many farmers who still 
stack think that the extra grade

resulting by stacking makes up for 
the extra cost of the work. 

Whatever method of storing is 
used on the farm, the bins or 
stacks should be securely fenced 
off to stop animals getting at them 
for animals not only can break 
down the boards of a granary, but 
can injure themselves by eating 
too much grain, Fire-guards should 
be ploughed around the storage 
places to protect them from prairie
